Legge's prediction th a t grain boards 
of trade are doomed in the United 
Slat es appears well based and m any 
traders already are transferring their 
activities from Chicago 
to 
Canada, 
A rthur W. Cutten, veteran broker, told 
the United Press today. 
"A n long as the United States gov­ 
ernm ent stays in the m arkets, the Chi­ 
cago board of trad e’s w heat business 
Is doomed," Fetid Cutten 
"It is only a 
m atter of tim e and, tike any other 
business m an would do, I am tran sfer­ 
ring practically all my activities in 
th a t line to the Winnipeg m arket s." 
Speaking yesterday to 3,000 cheer­ 
ing farm ers at tjrbana, ill., Leggc 
said he was with the farm ers in "a 
fight to the finish" to take m arketing 
of farm products out of the hand-* of 
boar<l* of trade and place r in the 
hands of the farm ers themselves, 
Cutten, who has just bought a seat 
on the W innipeg board of trade for a 
reported price of $12,300, said that 
16 other Chicago firms 
had 
sought 
seats there within the last two m onths 
because entrance of the government 
into the m arket here had so crippled 
their business that they could not con­ 
tinue. 
Failure of brokers to profit here fol- 
lowde the action last fall of Legge’s 
federal farm hoard in supporting the 
wheat m arket by enormous purchases 
which kept the price far above world 
levels. The governm ent now has ap­ 
proximately 
130,000.000 
bushels 
of 
w heat, all 
purchased 
at 
the 
price 
w hich 
l u g e ' s 
hoard 
determ ined 
should prevail despite drops in foreign 
m arkets. The governm ent's extensive 
holdings, Cutten pointed out, amount 
almost to a corner and have resulted 
ii. trading here dropping off to almost 
nothing. 
Legge told the U rbana m eeting that 
Ii the Chicago board of trad e were 
put out of business it would "be a 
serious blow to present grain m ark et­ 
ing machinery," but he added a pre 
diction that eventually the 
"futures 
contract system would go and that 
farm ers would profit from the change. 
"I is a System HO years old and one 
that is not functioning properly,” said 
i.egge. "If it were, the farm board 
would not be in the field today." 
W ith the passing- of hte "futures" 
system and the boards of trade, will 
crnoe the setting 
up 
of 
m arketing 
agencies which the farm ers will own 
and operate. Legge predicted. 
"If coin growers were organized to­ 
day,” he said, "they could get 20 to 25 
cents a bushel more for their crop a* 
easy as falling off a log." 
R egarding thep resent holdings of 
the government, Legge said 
th a t 
lf 
farm ers reduced their production, as 
his board has urged, the surplus could 
be disposed of easily without seriously 
affecting the m arket. 
"But," he added, 
"if the farm ers 
choose to continue 
producing, 
the 
w heat will have to be sold and the 
loss written off. 
The solution rests 
with the farm ers them selves"

New York, Jan. 17.—UGH—Thomas 
F. Lee, multi-millionaire originator of 
the investment trust idea, left today 
on the Grace liner Santa Maria for 
Peru where he intends to penetrate 
the interior in an attempt to prove 
th at the Mayan and Quechuas Indian 
tribes are direct descendants of the 
Egyptians. 
Accompanying the retired financier 
is his son, Robert, and six other men, 
photographers and guides. The party 
will visit the “head hunting” tribes 
of South America 
unarmed, 
"using 
only diplomacy and honesty for pro­ 
tection,” as Lee expressed it. 
The expedition will enter unexplored 
regions of Venezuela, Colombia, E cu ­ 
ador, Peru, Bolivia and Chile, and will 
be gone at least a year. On the re­ 
turn trip, Lee said, they will start ex­ 
cavations for two ancient 
cities 
in 


Honduras. Several archaeologists will 
join them at Central America. 
Lee said he was particularly anxi­ 
ous to make the expedition a success 
on behalf of Rollins college in Florida.

The Proposal Sales Tax 


It is proposed by some meml>ers of the legislature to enact 
a two per cent gross sales tax into law, presumably for the relief 
of real estate. 
The tax will he on the m erchant’s gross business and must 
be deducted from the net profits. If you have no net profits, de­ 
duct it anyway and the result will Im* merely to increase the mer- 
chant’s losses. You will he required to pay the tax whether yoni 
business is making money or not. 
If the merchant charges the tax to his customer, he auto­ 
matically curtails his buying power. The merchant will reduce his ; 
sales and increase his present overhead burden. 
lf the law provides exemptions, it will mean that the mer­ 
chant must maintain two sets of books, one for taxable atty! the! 
other for non-taxable commodities. In many cases this will mean 
additional clerical help. 
If the customer pays the tax, the cost of living automatically 
goes up. There can lie no other result, ’file customer will there­ 
fore buy less in order to keep his expenses down. 
The sales tax falls heaviest on the poor man. The tax, Ac­ 
cording to taxation experts, has been a failure wherever it has 
l>een tried. It has never failed to arouse great public antagonism. 
Canada is today seeking to ab olish the sales tax because it has not 
done what its advocates said it would do, that is raise a sum ade­ 
quate for the relief of other taxes. 
The sales tax discriminates against the state by keeping new 
industries out and causing others to move away. In spite of I hi 
most solemn pledges, the sales tax has never been in lieu of other 
taxes. It has just been another tax.

Aiding the Jobless 


To accelerate employment and increase Minnesota’s payroll: 
to normalcy as quickly as possible all citizens of the state arc be­ 
ing urged by tile Ten Thousand Lakes-C J renter Minnesota Asso­ 
ciation to impress upon their representatives in tin4 Minnesota 
legislature the necessity of attending to building appropriations 
first and getting construction started immediately. 
Speaking concerning the stand taken by the association, ll. t . 
Rotating, executive secretary, said: “ Usually the m atter of ap­ 
propriations for public buildings is one of the last things to be 
considered by the legislature. In view of the present economic 
situation, we believe that appropriations of this nature should lie 
taken care of first and construction work started as soon as pos­ 
sible to relieve unemployment. The Ten Thousand Lakes-Ctreater 
Minnesota Association is not endorsing any of the building <u 
improvement projects before the legislature.

Building prices are thought to have struck bottom in October 
and November, and slight signs of a rise are already perceptible.

Air-brakes will work on either set of 
wheels, so that the vehicle may operate either as a one-coach 
railway train, with all usual conveniences and safety appliances, 
or as a road bus like any other. Competition with buses has dealt 
severe blows to British railways, largely because the buses make 
as good time for short trips as do the trains, and do not require 
changing vehicles at railway stations. 
“The new. rail-and-road vehicle will make still better time, it 
is expected, than ordinary buses, since it will be able to run faster 
while on the rails than a bus can run on the road.

The Proposed Sales Tax 


It is proposed by some members of the legislature to enact 
a two per cent gross sales tax into law, presumably for the relief 
of real estate. 
The tax will be on the merchant’s gross business and must 
be deducted from the net profits. If you have no net profits, de­ 
duct it anyway and the result will be merely to increase the mer­ 
chant’s losses. You will be required to pay the tax whether your 
business is making money or not. 
If the merchant charges the tax to his customer, he auto­ 
matically curtails his buying power. The merchant will reduce his 
sales and increase his present overhead burden. 
If the law provides exemptions, it will mean that the mer­ 
chant must maintain two sets of books, one for taxable and the 
other for non-taxable commodities. In many cases this will mean 
additional clerical help. 
If the customer pays the tax, the cost of living automatically 
goes up. There can be no other result. The customer will there­ 
fore buy less in order to keep his expenses down. 
The sales tax falls heaviest on the poor man. The tax, ac­ 
cording to taxation experts, has been a failure wherever it has 
been tried. It has never failed to arouse great public antagonism. 
Canada is today seeking to abolish the sales tax because it has not 
done what its advocates said it would do, that is raise a sum ade­ 
quate for the relief of other taxes. 
The sales tax discriminates against the state by keeping new 
industries out and causing others to move away. In spite of the 
most solemn pledges, the sales tax has never been in lieu of other 
taxes. It has just been another tax.
